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Hospital to provide seven-day access to vital services 

END-OF-LIFE CARE 
HUB IS LAUNCHED

A NEW end-of-life care 
hub has been launched at 
Sandwell Hospital - which will 
see seven-day access to vital 
services for patients. 

The hub is located at the hospital 
and will provide a wide range of ser¬ 
vices for patients including hospice 
beds, domestic support and specialist 
palliative care. 

A spokesperson for the centre said: “The 
team would go to patients’ homes to offer pal¬ 
liative care as well. We also have the Urgent 
Response team that will support the patients 
whenever they need us.” 

The ‘New Connected Palliative Care’ service 
has been commissioned by Sandwell and West 
Birmingham (SWBH) Clinical Commissioning 
Group to deliver end-of-life care services to 
people who are registered with a Sandwell and 
West Birmingham GP. 

Palliative care makes patients as comfort¬ 
able as possible, by managing pain and other 
distressing symptoms. 

Professionals 

It also involves psychological, social and 
spiritual support for family or carers. 

SWBH nurse manager and service lead palli¬ 
ative and end-of-life care, Tammy Davies, said: 
“The launch has been the perfect opportunity 
for us to showcase to our local community the 
end-of-life care support that we provide. 

“We have built a central hub which acts as a 
one-stop-shop for patients, carers and health¬ 
care professionals. This will enable us to work 
directly with everyone who is involved in the 
care of patients to make plans and organise spe¬ 
cial care if necessary. Our ultimate goal is to 
provide the best support to patients and their 
family during a difficult time.” 

Professor Nick Harding, GP and chair of 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group, said: “A great deal of work 
has taken us to this point in listening to pa¬ 
tients, carers and providers, evaluating what 
was already on offer, developing a model with 
a co-ordination hub, urgent or crisis response 
team, and 24/7 access and the appointment of 
the Trust as the main provider working with 
local hospices and voluntary organisations.” 

The service is a collaborative effort between 
John Taylor Hospice, Birmingham St Mary’s 
Hospice, CrossRoads Care, Age Concern, and 
the Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS 
Trust. John Taylor Hospice CEO, Penny Ven¬ 
ables, added: “Through Connected Palliative 
Care they will be able to access a ‘Taylor-made’ 
package of care designed to meet their needs.”

nity roadshow - where the hate crime team will 
be at West Bromwich YMCA from 10am to noon 
tomorrow (Friday). 

Councillor Preet Gill, Sandwell Council’s cabi¬ 
net member for public health and protection, said: 
“Hate crimes must be recognised, recorded and 
dealt with wherever they take place. 

“I want to thank the Safer Sandwell Hate Crime 
Partnership Group for organising these activities 
for National Hate Crime Awareness Week. 

“This is just the start of our campaign. “We need 
to get the message out that hate crimes will not be 
tolerated in Sandwell.” 


Sandwell Police’s Superintendent Richard Youds 
said: “We want people to have the knowledge and 
confidence to report hate crimes, and to know their 
reports will be taken seriously by the police, coun¬ 
cil and other partners.

Child services to be 
taken over by trust 


SANDWELL’S beleaguered chil¬ 
dren’s services department is to 
be taken over by an independent 
trust in a bid to turn around its 
flagging fortunes. 

The struggling department has 
been taken out of the hands of the au¬ 
thority following concerns about how 
it was being run. 

Council bosses said they were ‘disap¬ 
pointed’ about the move, which comes after 
strong criticism from Ofsted last year. 

Trade union Unison has also demanded 
clarification about what the change will 
mean for workers’ pay and pensions and 
did not rule out strike action. 

The decision was reached based on rec¬ 
ommendations made by commissioner El¬ 
eanor Brazil, who was drafted in to oversee 
Sandwell’s children’s services earlier this 
year. 

Commissioner Malcolm Newsam has 
been appointed to work with the council to 
establish the trust and drive up standards. 

The move coincides with the release of a 
new Ofsted report which highlights ‘posi¬ 
tive progress’ being made by the council in 
improving services to children. 

Changes 

The authority had previously been 
warned a trust could take over if there were 
not signs of ‘significant improvement’. 

Children’s services were rated as ‘inade¬ 
quate’ by Ofsted in June 2015. Children’s 
services boss Councillor Simon Hackett: 
“We have made changes and improve¬ 
ments to children’s social care services in 
Sandwell and are pleased to receive posi¬ 
tive feedback from Ofsted after its most 
recent visit. 

“The Ofsted report indicates that we are 
moving in the right direction and making 
improvements to the service. 

“However, we know there is more to do 
to improve the quality of social care. For 
this reason, we acknowledge intervention 
can help us reach the high standards we 
are determined to achieve.” 

NSPCC spokesman Ben Reese said: “Al¬ 
though the findings of Ofsted’s recent mon¬ 
itoring visit show progress towards better 
outcomes for children, the working ar¬ 
rangements of Sandwell children’s services 
are still leaving children at risk of harm.” 


Appeal as thieves take puppies 



FOUR seven-week-old puppies 
were snatched by thieves from the 
back garden of their home in Cra- 
dley Heath. 

The young cocker spaniels, worth 
around £750 each, were taken from 
whelping boxes in a pen in Maypole 
Fields while the owners were out. 

Raiders made off with the adora¬ 
ble quartet of pups - two black, one 
chocolate and one golden in colour. 

Jewellery and electrical equip¬ 
ment were also stolen. 

The puppies are all micro-chipped 


and police have appealed for any¬ 
one who is offered a cocker spaniel 
for sale to get in touch. 

Detective Inspector Nigel Smith 
said: “I would also like to hear from 
anyone in the Maypole Fields area 
who saw anything suspicious.” 

Councillor Stuart Henley, who 
represents neighbouring Hale¬ 
sowen, urged members of the pub¬ 
lic to come forward if they have 
any information about the theft. 
He also reiterated the importance 
of owners having their dogs mi¬ 


cro-chipped - as it makes it easier 
for them to be traced by authori¬ 
ties. 

Councillor Henley said: “It’s sad 
news that someone has gone and 
stolen these dogs. I would advise 
people to keep an eye out and hope¬ 
fully someone can find them.”

Tributes to 
hit-and-run 
Kaydel, 19, 
by family 

TRIBUTES have been paid to a ‘vibrant 
soul’ from Tipton who died in a suspect¬ 
ed hit-and-run in Birmingham. 

Kaydel Williams, aged 19, was found 
in Hunton Road, Erdington with seri¬ 
ous injuries at around 8.55pm on Friday 
after a call from the ambulance service 
about a possible hit-and-run. 

The teenager was pronounced dead 
at the scene and a post-mortem has 
revealed he died from 
head and chest injuries. 

Detectives are con¬ 
tinuing to probe the 
run-up to Kaydel’s 
death and it is being 
treated as a murder in¬ 
vestigation. 

Officers said they be¬ 
lieved he had been bun¬ 
dled into a car at The 
Gardens, Erdington by 
a group of men just five 
minutes before his body was found. 

A 22-year-old man was also assaulted 
and sustained minor injuries. 

Kaydel’s family paid tribute to him 
in a statement: “Kaydel was a vibrant 
soul and a humorous character, who 
was well-mannered, caring and high¬ 
ly-regarded by others. He will be missed 
deeply by family and friends.” 

Det Insp Warren Hines, said: “A 
specialist officer has been supporting 
Kaydel’s family and our thoughts re¬ 
main firmly with them at this sad time.”

We need to prioritise the 
importance of inclusion in the sports 
competitions.”

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Arson theory 
over huge 
blaze at 
Science Park 

CONES, pallets and street furniture 
were engulfed in flames after a sus¬ 
pected arson attack at a Wolverhamp¬ 
ton business. 

More than 25 firefighters battled 
for an hour to tackle the blaze in a 
yard at the back of Cusack, based at 
Wolverhampton Science Park on Sat¬ 
urday night. 

The blaze spread quickly sending 
smoke billowing into the night sky. 
People living nearby were warned to 
keep their doors and windows closed. 

It was only due to the quick re¬ 
sponse of fire crews that the fire did 
not lead to a much bigger incident as 
they just about prevented the flames 
spreading inside the building. The 
side of the premises was left badly 
scorched. The blaze involved an area 
where road equipment was stored. 

Ignition 

It was reported at the Mammoth 
Drive site at 7.22pm. Five fire engines 
and a hydraulic platform appliance 
were sent to the scene. 

Watch commander Wesley Wil¬ 
liams, from Highgate Fire Station, 
said: “The fire involved cones, street 
barriers and wooden pallets. We have 
not found an ignition source around 
it at this stage. My best assumption is 
that this was potentially arson. 

“There are fences going around the 
area but the crews didn’t have much 
trouble accessing it and tackling the 
flames. The side of the building is 
scorched but it was down to the asser¬ 
tive and quick action of the crews that 
saved the premises.” 

views are sought 
on encampments 

VIEWS are being sought on how the 
council and West Midlands Police 
deal with unauthorised and illegal en¬ 
campments. 

New documents setting out how 
Sandwell Council and police will deal 
with travellers setting up on land in 
the future include the option of using 
bailiffs to remove encampments and 
injunctions to protect land at risk of 
trespass. 

The authority estimates dealing 
with such travellers’ sites cost it more 
than a quarter of a million pounds last 
year.

Call for action at derelict Maltings site

THE rundown state of a Grade II 
Listed building in Oldbury has been 
labelled ‘a crying shame’ - with no 
further development plan in place 
one year since talks began. 

The Langley Maltings site in West¬ 
ern Road has been standing empty for 
10 years, but Sandwell Council bosses 
approached the owners last autumn 
in hope of giving it a brighter future. 

However 12 months on it still sits 
in a state of disrepair after an arson 
attack destroyed its roof and tow¬ 
ers in 2009. Oldbury ward Council¬ 
lor Susan Downing said it was time 


someone took the building on and did 
something with it. She said: “It is a 
crying shame that nothing is being 
done with it, as it is part of our local 
history but continues to fall further 
and further into a state of disrepair. 

“I have heard nothing back from 
the council with development plans 
and something needs to be done for 
the benefit of the building. 

“I have lobbied it with the council 
as it is sad that it keeps being left this 
way with nothing done with it.” 

Mark Stretton, conservation officer 
at Sandwell Council, confirmed no 


present development plans had been 
put forward. Businessmen Lehmber 
Singh and Harbhajan Singh Dhadday, 
who run D and S Enterprises, bought 
the property for £1 million in 2007. 

An application for demolition was 
submitted by them in 2012. But the 
council rejected the plans following 
outcry from residents. 

The Maltings date back to 1870, but 
were rebuilt in 1898. Until 2006 they 
were still in use as one of the last tra¬ 
ditional floor malting factories. When 
they closed there were only five such 
factories in operation. 


Parking fees brought 
in at Sandwell Valley 


CONTROVERSIAL parking charges 
will be brought in at Sandwell Valley 
Country Park next month, it can be 
revealed. 

The move to make visitors pay to park 
has been opposed by hundreds of people, 
with Sandwell Council having been in¬ 
undated with objections from aggrieved 
members of the public. 

However, now bosses say they are being 
forced to press ahead with the move regardless. 

Parking has always been free at the country 
park but visitors will now have to pay from 40p 
for an hour to £2 for more than four hours. 

Those who don’t pay will face £50 fines. 
Around 200,000 cars park at the site each year. 

Council bosses have refused to back down 
over the issue despite opposition to the meas¬ 
ures and visitors will have to pay to park from 
November 1. 

The cash-strapped authority says it must 
raise more cash to help meet the costs of the 
upkeep of the country park and its facilities. 

Chiefs said the authority would otherwise 
struggle to afford the cost of maintaining the 
site and have pointed to funding cuts of £130 
million over the last five years as the reason for 
having to introduce the measures. 

Objections 

It was confirmed in August that bosses had 
ruled out a U-turn on the issue after consider¬ 
ing dozens of objections. 

There were 56 different reasons put forward 
as to why the charges should not be introduced. 

Parking meters have already been installed 
and will come into use on the first day of No¬ 
vember. 

Charges are being introduced at car parks 
across the site, at Lodge Hill Road, Swan Pool 
and Forge Mill Farm Visitor Centre daily be¬ 
tween 9am and 6pm. Blue badge holders will 
still be able to park for free. A 12-month park¬ 
ing pass is available for £40. 

Highways boss Councillor David Hosell de¬ 
fended the move, which he said was a reluctant 
decision. 

He said: “We have reviewed parking charges 
and it has been necessary to alter some in cer¬ 
tain ways. A lot of it is down to Government 
cuts. Parks and car parks have to be main¬ 
tained. All the money that is forthcoming will 
be used in that direction. There will also be 
cameras running there so that will be added 
security.”

With the outbreak of war Al¬ 
bert Wilkes left his father’s sports 
photography business in West 
Bromwich as he was called up to 
an Army Ordnance Unit. 

He then applied for a transfer 
and joined Unit No. 5 of the AFPU 
in 1943 at Pinewood Film Studios. 

He was there as the troops 


liberated France and marched 
on through the Netherlands and 
Belgium. In April 1945 he entered 
Bergen-Belsen Concentration 
Camp. 

Albert even attended the Pots¬ 
dam conference in July, photo¬ 
graphing Stalin, Churchill and 
Truman. He then photographed 
the Victory Parade in Berlin in 
September, and went on to travel 
across Germany to reveal the de¬ 
struction it had sustained.

TWO institutions. Both depend on pub¬ 
lic donations. Both help people let down 
by government agencies.

Homeless burglar given prison term 


AN opportunistic burglar who broke 
into a flood-hit house, taking a senti¬ 
mental ring belonging to the owner’s 
late sister, has been jailed. 

Robert Kells targeted the property 
in Hamstead, near Great Barr, after 
using a fake travel card to get there. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard the victim had endured a tough 
time with relatives passing away as 
well as suffering flood damage to 


her home. Kells, 21, of no fixed ad¬ 
dress, was spotted coming and going 
from the home on Hamstead Road at 
around 3.30pm on August 8, along¬ 
side a youth who is set to appear in 
court on November 14 in relation to 
the break-in. 

Prosecutor Sati Ruck said: “Police 
arrived at the premises and found 
the defendant and the second male 
rummaging through items in a rear 


bedroom. He said a friend had given 
him keys and he was planning to 
squat there because he was homeless. 

“He was searched and found in 
possession of a gold ring belonging to 
the occupant’s sister who has passed 
away, a mobile phone, stamps and a 
photograph belonging the victim of 
their late father.” 

The prosecutor confirmed the 
home had been empty since June 8 


due to a flash-flood in the area. Kells 
was previously handed eight months 
in prison for two previous burgla¬ 
ries in 2013 and 2014. He admitted 
burglary and fraud having used a 
fake travel pass to get to the home 
and was jailed for three years for the 
break-in and 28-days for the fraud to 
run concurrently. 

Julia Morgan, defending, said 
Kells had led a difficult life. 


Leisure team in £700k 
profit despite wrangle

SANDWELL Leisure Trust 
made a profit of nearly 
£700,000 in one year - de¬ 
spite uncertainty over its 
future following a dispute 
over council funding. 

The trust, which runs nine leisure 
centres across Sandwell, saw its in¬ 
come increase by £693,500 from 
2015-16 compared to the previous 
year. 

Its future was thrown into doubt 
in February after the trust failed 
to agree new business terms with 
the council. Talks have since taken 
place to agree on a new contract. De¬ 
spite the uncertainty, the trust says 
it achieved a successful year. 

Lynda Bateman, chairman of the 
board for Sandwell Leisure Trust, 
said: “We are delighted to report on 
another successful year in a compet¬ 
itive market with challenging local 
demographics. 

Manage 

“SLT continues to exceed targets, 
invest in the facilities we manage 
and increase attendances. Conse¬ 
quently, the board is committed to 
providing excellent, award winning 
services in Sandwell and delivering 
great customer service is the top pri¬ 
ority for our staff.” 

The trust set up in 2004 and has 
paid more than £42million to the 
council in that time. The latest re¬ 
view was published in September. 

It showed attendances to its nine 
sport and leisure centres rose by 
26,085 in 2015/16 to 1.83million. 

Membership increased by 8,500 
last year to nearly 50,000, a 21 per 
cent rise on the year before. 

More than 5,000 signed a petition 
in July to save Sandwell Leisure 
Trust, meaning it had to be dis¬ 
cussed by councillors. 

The dispute over the contract be¬ 
tween the parties has not yet been 
resolved. It centres on the funding 
the trust receives from the council 
for its management. 

Councillor Richard Marshall, cab¬ 
inet member for leisure, said: “We 
still want to work with SLT but still 
have to come to an agreement.”

Fine threat 
to store as 
illegals are 
suspected 

A SUPERMARKET chain could be 
handed a £40,000 fine after immigra¬ 
tion officers found two men suspected 
of working illegally at one of its Black 
Country stores. 

The officers, acting on intelligence, 
visited Costcutter at the Trinity Cen¬ 
tre, Halesowen Road, Cradley Heath, 
at 8.45am on October 4. 

They arrested two Pakistani men, 
both aged 32, who it is believed had no 
permission to work in the UK. 

The men have since been granted 
temporary release while outstanding 
applications to the Home Office are 
considered. Both face deportation if 
they are found to have no right to be 
in the UK. 

Costcutter was served a notice 
warning which states it is liable for 
a financial penalty of up to £20,000 
per illegal worker arrested - unless 
evidence is provided that they car¬ 
ried out legally required right to work 
checks, such as seeing a passport or 
a Home Office document confirming 
permission to work. 

Assistant director Carol Scarr, 
from the West Midlands Immigration 
Enforcement team, said: “Employ¬ 
ers who do not carry out the simple 
checks to ensure their staff have the 
right to work in the UK will face the 
consequences.” 

A Costcutter spokesman said the 
chain was ‘extremely disappointed’ 
and would carry out its own investiga¬ 
tion following the immigration raids. 

They said the Cradley Heath shop 
was responsible for its own store re¬ 
cruitment. 

20mph limits

A sum of £2,000 was raised as 
veterans relived some of their 
most traumatic experiences. 
JESSICA LABHART reports 


IT was night of music, smiles and 
celebration, even though some 
of those in the crowd had gone 
through some of the most traumat¬ 
ic experiences of war. 

Veterans from across the West Mid¬ 
lands came together to share their 
life-changing experiences of the conflicts 
in Afghanistan and Iraq as part of a char¬ 
ity fundraiser for Help for Heroes. The 
night raised more than £2,000. 

It revealed some of the harrowing experi¬ 
ences suffered by the veterans who are still on 
the road to recovery. 

Scott Yarrington, aged 31, of Bloxwich was 
in the army in 2005, with the Irish Guards. 
He served in Iraq in 2007 and Afghanistan in 
2010. Whilst in Afghanistan on December 29, 
2010, he was in charge of searching for im¬ 
provised explosive devices along a bridge area 
when he stepped on it, losing both his legs. 

Transferred 

Mr Yarrington said: “I just started scream¬ 
ing because the pain was hitting me. I woke 
up in the QE hospital in Birmingham.” 

He spent two months in the QE, before 
being transferred to Headley Court - the spe¬ 
cialist defence medical rehabilitation centre 
near Surrey. At the start of May 2011 he met 
his now fiancee Rachel Andrews, aged 28, and 
the pair later had son Alfie, aged three, follow¬ 
ing IVF treatment. 

He is now helping young cadets learn the 
ropes as part of the Mercian Regiment. 

His inspirational story was one of many on 
the night. 

Clive Smith, aged 31, who lives in Walsall, 
also stepped on an explosive device when 
he was in Afghanistan on October 13, 2010. 
He lost both legs. Despite being conscious 


throughout the ordeal, Sapper Smith’s main 
concern was the wellbeing of his comrades, 
who rushed to his aid as he lay bleeding in the 
battlefield. Within 36 hours he was flown to 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham. 

Mr Smith, a Wolves fan originally from 
Cannock, was later transferred to Headley 
Courtand also spent time at the Battle Back 
Centre in Lilleshall. The centre, funded by the 
Royal British Legion, helps sick and wounded 
service personnel recover. 

Since having artificial legs, he has competed 
in the men’s hand bike time trial, IHB2 class, 
at the Invictus Games at the Olympic Park in 
London. At Molineux, he has presented the 
match ball and been named Championship fan 
of the month. 

In 2012 he was chosen as the face of the 
Royal British Legion’s National Poppy Appeal. 

Speaking of what it meant to be at the char¬ 


ity fundraiser, Mr Smith said: “I think it’s 
important for us to come together like this to 
raise the profile of Help for Heroes and also 
to show people that there is life after serious 
injury. ” 

Dave Watson, of Birmingham, aged 30, was 
in Afghanistan in 2010 when he was on patrol, 
tasked to find an improvised explosive device. 
He was the 50th man in a group of 53, and 
turned to help a fellow solider who had fallen 
down. As he twisted to turn, he took a wrong 
step on to the explosive device. He lost both 
legs and his right forearm. 

Mr Watson has since undergone extensive 
rehabilitation and has not let his injuries hold 
him back. After a £120,000 operation in Aus¬ 
tralia, funded by his compensation from the 
army, to give him high-quality prosthetic legs, 
he has completed 15 skydives, five abseils, and 
goes skiing and waterskiing. He is also a re¬ 


spected discus, shot put and javelin thrower. 
He is in training for both the Invictus Games 
and the Paralympic Games in 2020. 

Event organiser Andy Sawyer said: “It was 
absolutely unbelievable, we raised £2,180. 

“Half will go to Team Ditcher Big Battlefield 
Bike Ride 2017 in aid of Help the Heroes. We 
will and donating the other half to Veterans’ 
Lifeline. 

“It’s not often that veterans have a chance 
to meet up and talk about their experiences, 
but also raise money for a good cause and ulti¬ 
mately, have a good time, so I’m really pleased 
with how everything has gone..” 

Veterans’ Lifeline has been set up by former 
solider Nick Perry, 41, of Liverpool who joined 
the army at 16 and served in Iraq and Afghan¬ 
istan. He set up the charity to help veterans 
struggling with post-traumatic-stress and 
other issues to overcome their difficulties.”

High-fives attack thugs are 
jailed for 'abhorrent' violence 


Cat’s the way to impress for apprentice 



A VISIT to an engineering training 
centre saw one of the country’s most 
senior ministers presented with a 
3D printed model of Gladstone, HM 
Treasury’s famous cat, by a Walsall 
apprentice. David Gauke, Chief Sec¬ 
retary to the Treasury and number 
two to the Chancellor, was touring the 
hi-tech training centre run by manu¬ 
facturers’ organisation EEF in Aston 
when he received his unusual gift from 
Tom Middleton. 

High-flying Tom, aged 21, is one of 
the first of the EEF’s new intake of 
HNC students at the centre and was 
chosen to make the presentation due 
to his impressive record since leaving 
Walsall Academy after his A-levels, 
becoming a higher level apprentice 
rather than going to university. 

Ideal 

Tom works at weighing machine 
manufacturer Ishida’s site on Bir¬ 
mingham’s Woodgate Business Park, 
combining his apprenticeship with a 
job that has just seen him return from 
three weeks working with client Proc¬ 
tor & Gamble in the USA. 

He proved to be the ideal candidate 
to talk to the Treasury secretary about 
the benefits of apprenticeships. He 
said: “When I talk to my friends who 
went to university, I have no regrets. 
It has enabled me to build up terrific 
experience and offered me great oppor¬ 
tunities.” 

As well as winning a regional award 
as a first-year apprentice, Tom is now 


in the running for a high achievement 
award. “Mr Gauke was very interested 
in hearing about my experiences train¬ 
ing at the EEF, and the benefits of an 
apprenticeship in contrast to the usual 
university career path,” said Tom. 

The visit by the Treasury Chief

TWO thugs who high-fived each other after an ‘abhorrent’ 
attack on two innocent people in Dudley town centre have 
been jailed. 

Nathan Cooper and Ryan O’Toole, of Tipton, left one victim lying 
motionless in the street after punching and kicking him to the ground 
following a night out. CCTV played to Wolverhampton Crown Court 
captured Cooper, aged 26, and O’Toole, 22, pursuing two men down 


Union Street before launching the 
unprovoked assault on May 28. 

It shows O’Toole gesticulating to¬ 
wards the targets while Cooper throws 
punches to the head of one man. 
O’Toole then floors one of the men 
with a punch. 

He gets back up only to be knocked 
to the ground again, hitting his head 
on the floor. O’Toole then high-fives 
Cooper who proceeds to stamp the 
stricken man in the groin before land¬ 
ing a kick to the head of the second 
man as he stoops to tend to his friend. 

The first victim suffered a half-inch 
cut to his head and could not remem¬ 
ber the attack. Freezing the CCTV 
during the final stages of the assault, 
prosecutor Mark Philips said: “At 
this point Carl Taylor is lying on the 
ground bleeding from a head injury 
and bleeding heavily. His friend Mark 
Channer is bending down over him 
tending to him. He is kneeling down 
not looking when he gets kicked in the 
head (by Cooper).” 

Prosecutor Mr Mark Philips read 
out a victim impact statement which 
said: “I woke up in an ambulance and 
had no recollection of what happened. 
I am now fearful of going out to Dud¬ 
ley town centre or anywhere for fear of 
being attacked.” 

The second victim’s statement 
said: “It was totally unprovoked and 
cowardly to hit someone as they are

walking away.” Cooper, of Sherwood 
Avenue, and O’Toole of Central Ave¬ 
nue, both admitted assault occasioning 
actual bodily harm. 

A month after the incident Cooper 
was found driving whilst intoxicated 
above the legal limit and was disqual¬ 
ified, the court heard.Recorder Mr 
Geoffrey Pryce described the attack as 
‘abhorrent, cowardly, persistent and 
violent’.He jailed them both for a year 
each and said: “It is sickening to see a 
man fall to the ground motionless, but 
you give each other a high-five satis¬ 
fied with your joint work.” 

Mr Philip Brunt, defending the pair, 
said they were retaliating to a disa¬ 
greement from earlier on that night. 
He added: “Everybody makes mistakes 
and these two have behaved terribly.”

- 50 miles from his home in Wednesbury. 
Ms Green, aged 35, said: “Everybody loved 
him. He could get along with everybody and 
he had lots of friends. 

“Camran was a lovely guy. He got along 
with anybody and was loved by loads. He 
would do anything for anybody. 

The distraught mother continued: “He 
has got three brothers and two sisters and 
it is all mixed emotions at the moment. We 
are all just in shock.” 

She added: “To be honest, I don’t even 
know why he was in Gloucestershire. 

“I want him to be remembered as a lov¬ 
ing, caring, generous guy who would do an¬ 
ything for anyone.” 

Others paid tribute to their cousin and 
friend, who turned 17 last month, on social 
media. 

Writing on Facebook, Keris Paige Green 
said: “R.I.P. Camran make sure you look 
after my niece.” 

Stacey Flood wrote: “Totally shock, just 
seems to be bad news all the time. The good 
ones are always taken early xx”.

Work speeds ahead on 
£350m super-hospital

'Homophobic' slur probed 


WORK is continuing to pro¬ 
gress on the new Midland 
Metropolitan Hospital - two 
years ahead of its opening. 

Cranes currently tower over the 
future super-hospital in Smeth¬ 
wick as construction crews work 
on the piecing together the build¬ 
ing. 

The hospital is set to open in Octo¬ 
ber 2018 and will cost £350million to 
build. 

The building currently looks more 
like a skeleton as it is being pieced to¬ 
gether. The beams on the side of the 
building are clearly visible, showing 
the hospital’s five floors which have 
joists spaced throughout holding up 
the floors and ceilings. 

Construction company Carillion 
Pic are leading the build, which cov¬ 
ers 16 acres and is spread across five 
roads - London Street, Heath Street, 
Grove Lane, Grove Street and Cape 
Arm Canal. 

Countdown 

When open, it will feature 670 beds, 
15 operating theatres and new diag¬ 
nostic equipment. 

The hospital is being created to 
provide maternity, children’s and in¬ 
patient adult services to an estimated 
half a million people. The A&E will 
also replace emergency care facilities 
at City Hospital. 

A countdown clock in Rowley Regis 
Hospital is ticking down to the open¬ 
ing of the hospital. 

“Across the Dudley Road, Leasowes, 
Rowley and Sandwell sites we have 
in place facilities and philosophies of 
care ready for 2018,” said Toby Lewis, 
chief executive of Sandwell and West 
Birmingham NHS Trust, which will 
run the hospital. 

But as the opening draws closer, he 
said the trust would be scaling some 
wards back in preparation. 


AN investigation has been launched 
following an alleged homophobic slur 
at a man in Oldbury. 

Luke Williams was recording him¬ 
self speaking for a piece on his online 
blog when somebody was heard to 
shout ‘queer’ at him. He said it ap¬ 
peared to come from the direction of 
a Diamond bus that was passing him 
at the time in Dudley Road. However, 
it is unclear from the footage who 
shouted the abuse. 

Speaking on his YouTube page, 


Mr Williams, from Oldbury, said he 
clearly heard a voice shout ‘queer’ as 
the bus went past and believed it came 
from someone on the bus. 

“I was stunned that someone in this 
day and age had just shouted the word 
queer at somebody else,” he said. 

Sue Willdigg, of Diamond Buses, 
said: “We were sorry to hear of the 
incident outlined. The matter is still 
being investigated and we will con¬ 
tinue to be in touch with Mr Wil¬ 
liams.”

Abandoned Longbridge's 
reminders of glory days 


THESE pictures show how 
a huge car factory has been 
frozen in time since more 
than 5,000 workers were 
made redundant. 

MG Rover collapsed in 2005, 
and now photos have emerged 
from inside its famous Longbridge 
plant in Birmingham more than a 
decade on. 

Personal items have been aban¬ 
doned in offices and there are still 
body shells of the Rover 75 on the pro¬ 
duction lines. 

A photographer, who goes by the 
name Dab Hand, said it was a ‘priv¬ 
ilege’ to see inside the factory which 
opened in 1905. 

The urban explorer said: “It was 
completely untouched. 

“To think thousands of people used 
to work there, and it’s like it’s been 
frozen in time. 

“There were still body shells of cars 
on the tracks, newspapers from 2009 
and personal things people had left in 
offices. 

“I thought everything had been

scrapped or sold off, but it had just 
been left. 

“It was quite sad but also a privilege 
to see, as Rover was a massive em¬ 
ployer in its day.” 

The images are a sharp contrast to 
the bustling pictures from the 1980s. 

In its heyday, the plant employed 
25,000 workers. 

There are now around 300 work¬ 
ers left in Longbridge, and in recent 
weeks Shanghai Automotive Industry 
Corporation - who bought out MG 
Rover - confirmed it was now stopping 
assembly and moving everything to 
China. 

With the stopping of assembly, 25 
factory staff will lose their jobs. 

They will be the last employees to 
have been employed to construct vehi¬ 
cles at the plant. 

The photographer added: “It was so 
quiet in there. 

“When a pigeon flew from the roof it 
echoed all around the building.”

Ex-owner of chip shop 
admits hygiene failings 

THE former owner of an 
Oldbury fish and chip shop 
which was temporarily shut 
down because it posed an 
‘imminent risk to health’ has 
admitted a string of hygiene 
failings. 

Conditions in the kitchen at 
Angelo’s on Birmingham Road, 

Oldbury, were described as ‘dis¬ 
gusting’. 

Hygiene inspectors found dirty 
fridges, floors and walls, food left out 
on counters, filthy equipment and 
water running down walls and onto 
the floor. The chippy also had no hot 
water for a period, meaning staff were 
only using cold water for cleaning. 

A filthy toilet was separated from 
the kitchen where food was prepared 
by only a single door, which was in 
breach of regulations. 

Sufficient 

Former owner Paul Kandola admit¬ 
ted 22 charges relating to hygiene fail¬ 
ings at Wolverhampton Magistrates 
Court on Thursday. 

The 35-year-old could be facing time 
behind bars after magistrates told him 
they did not feel they had sufficient 
powers to sentence him. 

They called the conditions at the 
chip shop ‘appalling’ and said custom¬ 
ers could have been ‘severely affected’. 

Angelo’s came on the radar of hy¬ 
giene teams at Sandwell Council 
following a routine inspection in No¬ 
vember 2014, the court heard.

Tips tops for family fun 
with a touch of tragedy

946: The Amazing Story of 
Adolphus Tips 
Birmingham Rep 

BURDENED though it is by a long 
and convoluted title, this new play 
from a Michael Morpurgo story is an 
exhilarating and hugely enjoyable pro¬ 
duction for all the family. 

It is based on a hushed-up wartime 
tragedy during the preparations for 
D-Day, that saw 946 US troops killed 
off the coast of Devon when ambushed 
by Nazi German E-boats. Yet it is ac¬ 
tually a joyously life-affirming show 
with only brief moments of sadness. 

The play centres on Lily Tregenza, 
a 12-year-old farm girl, missing her fa¬ 
ther away at war but embracing every 
new experience as London evacuees 
come to her village, then black Amer¬ 
ican GIs bearing gifts of candy and

hot dogs. When Lily is forced to leave 
her farm, she enlists her new friends 
to find her missing cat Tips. Then the 
irrepressible young girl is faced with 
the realities of war. 

Katy Owen, recently seen as Puck 
at London’s Globe theatre, is a full of 
restless energy as Lily, racing around 
the stage as if the theatre can barely 
contain her. She also has a knack for 
inspired silliness and slapstick hu¬ 
mour, joining in with the dynamic jit- 
terbugging Yanks. 

This production by Cornish com¬ 
pany Kneehigh, adapted for the stage 
by Morpurgo and Kneehigh’s Emma 
Rice, gleefully breaks lots of rules - a 
couple of female roles are played by 


men, actors sometimes talk direct to 
audience members, the on-stage band 
blast out pop favourites. It also in¬ 
cludes a few anachronisms (would a 
1940s schoolgirl know kung fu poses?) 
but it is all done with such boisterous 
good humour that the audience is hap¬ 
pily carried along. 

The massacre at sea is represented 
with tin baths, toy soldiers and 
streamers. Odd but strangely effective. 

Tips shares with Morpurgo’s major 
stage success War Horse a backdrop of 
sadness and a clever use of puppets, al¬ 
beit on a much smaller scale (literally). 
But you will wiping away more tears of 
laughter than sadness. 

It continues at Birmingham Rep 
until Saturday.

Help with 
costs of 
funeral 
available 

BEREAVED families in 
a Black Country borough 
have a new option for an 
affordable funeral with a 
council service aimed at 
cutting funeral poverty. 

The cost of a simple cre¬ 
mation at Sandwell Valley 
and Rowley Regis crema¬ 
toriums as part of the new 
service is £1,595. 

This includes a coffin, a 
funeral service with a min¬ 
ister, all crematorium and 
doctor’s fees and music of 
the family’s choice - but a 
headstone has to be pur¬ 
chased separately. 

The new service is being 
run by Sandwell Council 
and funeral directors Trin¬ 
ity Funeral Services Lim¬ 
ited. It is aimed at helping 
families whose relative did 
not make arrangements 
for their own funeral or 
those who cannot afford 
the funeral costs. 

According to the Funeral 
Poverty Alliance, the cost 
of funerals has risen 80 per 
cent in a decade. Funeral 
poverty - where people are 
unable to pay for a funeral 
- has increased by 50 per 
cent in three years. 

Councillor Steve Eling 
said: “This service means 
we can take away some of 
that fear by giving people 
the option for a dignified 
service at a more afforda¬ 
ble price.” 

Bereavement Services 
in Sandwell has seen seri¬ 
ous investment, including 
£3.2m redevelopment at 
Sandwell Valley cremato¬ 
rium and new coroner’s 
facilities in Oldbury.

Metro extension plan 
on track to go ahead

Library programme unveiled 


“IMPROVING transport ac¬ 
ross Dudley and the Black 
Country is absolutely essen¬ 
tial, both for residents and 
also to attract businesses 
into the area.” 

The words of Dudley South MP 
Mike Wood, as the long-awaited 
Wednesbury to Brierley Hill Mid¬ 
land Metro extension looks set to 
go ahead. 

After nearly two decades in the mak¬ 
ing, the extension at last looks to be 
coming to fruition with work expected 
to start next year. 

The scheme was first mooted back 
in 2003. A design statement about 
the proposed extension was created 
by Centro - forerunner to the West 
Midlands Combined Authority as the 
region’s transport authority. 

Faster 

It said: “The scheme will provide a 
step-change improvement in the qual¬ 
ity of public transport services offered 
in the transport corridor between 
Wednesbury, Dudley and Brierley Hill 
providing faster journey times and of¬ 
fering new journey opportunities. 

“The scheme will provide the op¬ 
portunity for easily accessing employ¬ 
ment, education and leisure activities 
through the improved public transport 
facilities linking Dudley town centre 
and Brierley Hill town centre with 
Birmingham and Wolverhampton. 

“Development along the route has 
already taken place and Midland 
Metro Wednesbury to Brierley Hill 
will provide vital links with proposed 
developments to residential, retail, 
and leisure complexes.” 

Mr Wood said he was delighted at 
the progress made. “This Metro ex¬ 
tension would make it much easier for 
people to get across our region and will 
link in with the HS2 plan,” he said.

Tempest caught 
in the doldrums 



BALLET REVIEW

The Tempest 
Birmingham Hippodrome 
THE Birmingham Royal Ballet 
brought their Shakespeare 
season to an end with com¬ 
pany director David Bintley’s 
new full-length ballet based 
on the Bard’s final play. 

The production began with a spec¬ 
tacular shipwreck, which was apt be¬ 
cause I got that sinking feeling as soon 
as we were introduced to a jolly crew 
of hornpipe dancing sailors. They were 
thankfully cast overboard as monster 
waves, effectively suggested by giant 
billowing sheets, were summoned by 
the magician Prospero. 

After the drama of a storm at sea, we 
got to meet Shakespeare’s characters 
- the vengeful castaway Prospero and 
his innocent young daughter Miranda, 
their native slave Caliban, plus var¬ 
ious Italian nobles and retinue ship¬ 
wrecked on the island so Prospero can 
punish them for stealing his crown. 

Iain Mackay was a commanding 
presence as the wronged magician and 
former Duke of Milan, who takes re¬ 
venge on the King of Naples and his 
own brother Antonio, the usurper 
who took his dukedom. However, he 
seemed to do more glaring than danc¬ 
ing in this oddly gloomy production. 

Similarly, Jenna Roberts as Miranda 
was a wasted asset, particularly in the 
second act. But her act one closing pas 
de deux with Joseph Caley’s dependa¬ 
ble Ferdinand was a highlight. It was 
especially effective as it was accompa¬ 
nied by a romantic melody, as much of 
the score by Sally Beamish got the or¬ 
chestra to bash and clatter annoyingly. 

As Prospero’s slave Caliban, Tyrone 
Singleton danced the part with his 


usual vigour - going from an apish ma¬ 
levolence to noble savage - although 
his costume made him look like he 
had escaped from a Vic Reeves and 
Bob Mortimer sketch. 

Mild comedy came from Valentin 
Olovyannikov as the drunken butler 
and James Barton as the cowardly 
jester, teased by Mathias Dingman’s 
suitably quick and impish air spirit 
Ariel. 

For me the finest section was the 
masque conjured by Prospero in which 
old world gods and goddesses dance 


for Miranda and Ferdinand. Tzu-Chao 
Chou was a goatishly nimble Pan, 
Lachlan Monaghan a trident-toting 
dizzying spinning Neptune with Ce¬ 
line Gittens, Yvette Knight and Delia 
Mathews as an elegant trio of art-deco 
style toga-wearing goddesses. It re¬ 
minded me of Bintley’s delirious and 
delicious reworking of Sylvia, part of 
BRB’s repertoire. 

The BRB return with festive family 
favourite The Nutcracker in Novem¬ 
ber.

Medical Negligence lawyers at national law firm Access Legal are assisting women who have suffered complications following surgery performed by 
Uro-gynaecologist, Mr Arunkalavain (more commonly known as Mr Arun) during the course of his employment with Sandwell & West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust. 

The Trust made a decision in January 2009 to stop implanting the synthetic mesh as a first surgical treatment to repair pelvic floor prolapses. The 
decision was made following release of new national guidance from the National Institute for Health and Care Excellence (NICE) and was in line with 
many other NHS Trusts. However, it appears that Mr Arun failed to comply and follow the decision made by the Trust as he continued to use the mesh.

This led to The Trust carrying out an internal enquiry and writing to a number of women who had been treated by Mr Arun, advising them of the 
concerns and offering a medical review by a senior Gynaecologist. The first contact was made in December 2015 and those women who had not yet 
made contact with the Trust were again contacted at the end of August 2016. Access Legal settled a case for a women who suffered complications, 
which rendered her housebound, following mesh surgery performed by Mr Arun in April 2009. The Trust was notified of that case in October 2012 
and it is not clear why it took a further three years before the Trust contacted other patients of Mr Arun.

Richard Bannister, the specialist medical negligence solicitor who handled that case said: 

'My client (who does not wish to be named in view of the nature of the ongoing problems she suffered) had to undergo further surgery in December 
2009 to repair the damage caused by the mesh Mr Arun implanted. Whilst the surgery has not resolved all the problems she suffered following the 
initial surgery, she no longer suffers the pain caused by the extruding mesh. I am concerned that other women who have suffered complications from 
the mesh may have been denied access to earlier medical review and treatment.' 

Bannister adds: 

'The Trust has proposed a special scheme to manage cases involving treatment by Mr Arun, and we would urge women to seek legal advice as soon as 
possible, either in relation to treatment provided by Mr Arun, or other clinicians who used mesh at Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust.' 


Women treated by Mr Arun should attend for a 
free of charge, no obligation discussion with a 
specialist lawyer if they have any concerns.

Taking control of his 
incredible new powers 


s many know from offerings like 
Carrie, and Village of the 
Damned, adolescents with 
psychic powers go together as well as 
nitro and glycerine.

This new drama comes from the 
pen of Paula Milne, the brains behind 
acclaimed offerings The Virgin Queen, 
The Politician’s Husband, and 
Endgame.

New start for Old India 



Inside it is well lit so you can actually see what you are eating Takeaway has now expanded into a dine-in restaurant 


After reading the good online 
reviews MARK SHIPP samples 
the fare at the Old India in 
St Anne’s Road, Willenhall 


THE area was home to a dog racing 
track years ago. Now Amirul Hoque 
is out of the traps to launch his res¬ 
taurant career. 

Amirul previously worked in the laun¬ 
dry business, but hopes to clean up after 
branching out to become owner of Old In¬ 
dia, in St Anne’s Road, Willenhall. 

Formerly a takeaway business, Amirul has 
expanded the premises into a dine-in restau¬ 
rant. And, while the take out business contin¬ 
ues to be popular, he admits it has been hard 
to attract sit-down diners. 

Parking is perhaps an issue. The restaurant 
is located in a predominantly residential area, 
with the odd new-builds adding to the tradi¬ 
tional terraced homes, and a clamour for the 
on-road spots. Elsewhere, there are signs of 
commercial activity. 

Limited 

The Forge Tavern stands at one end of the 
road, adjacent to another derelict former pub 
and the restaurant faces green space belonging 
to St Anne’s parish church. 

A bargain supermarket is right next door, 
ideal, for picking up your alcoholic drinks be¬ 
fore popping into the unlicensed Old India for 
your meal. 

It was a quiet Tuesday night when my part¬ 
ner and I dined, so we were able to make use of 
what limited parking there is. As a takeaway 
this would not pose a problem as one could 
simply park up for just a few minutes, pick up 
their meal and go. 

So, is this what is holding Old India back? 
The potential is there, and many people passed 
as we dined. There’s plenty of competition in 
the town, but surely the proof is in the pud¬ 


ding, they say. Online reviews are favourable. 
‘Very clean and the warmth inside’, ‘made to 
feel welcome and comfortable’, ‘food delicious 
and waiters friendly’ among the comments by 
satisfied diners. This was matched by our own 
experience. 

Its description in a village magazine as 
‘quality Asian cuisine in a relaxed and friendly 
atmosphere’ I can identify with. 

Size isn’t everything, and, although it’s 
small inside, it’s within its means. The over¬ 


all decor is nothing spectacular, but it’s cer¬ 
tainly well lit and, from the the music played 
on a loop I still have one particular tune in 
my head. 

Our waiter was courteous and was happy to 
explain to us what certain dishes consisted of. 

The menu itself threw up some tasty sound¬ 
ing dishes, like a Lahore special, taste of Jaf- 
long and chicken Rajhastani. 

There were plenty of non-Asian offerings, 
too, including scampi, chicken nuggets and 


omelette. For starters I can heartily recom¬ 
mend the korahi kebab and whatever secret 
recipe sauce it was cooked in. 

I opted for the moza mix as my main, taken 
from the chefs specials, and comprising Tan- 
doori chicken, keema balls and spinach cooked 
with spicy onions in an exclusive sauce. 

It was one of a number of fancies, but a wise 
choice as immediately the temperature hit me 
- and the taste was good, too. 

A creamy makhani chicken - yawn! - was 


the choice of the less daring other half. She 
likes to compare with others, and though this 
may not have quite measured up to the fare 
dished up elsewhere, it did go down well. 

Prices are reasonable, though, with set 
meals for two at £24, for example. And being 
able to take your own drinks always cuts the 
cost. 

Old India is open from 5pm every day. To 
book a table, or for details of special offers, call 
01902 630811.

DRIVETIME 




Understated 
but Alpina 
has superb 
performance 

By Jack Evans 


Alpina has a long-standing reputation for tak¬ 
ing all the key cars from BMW’s line-up and 
tweaking them in special ways. 

With the B4 Biturbo, the German tuning company has 
brought in a BMW 435i convertible, taken away the standard 
car’s single turbocharger and replaced it with two instead. 
That results in a car which produces an amount of power 
within striking distance of a BMW M4 Cabrio but with more 
torque too. 

Of course, the car also gets Alpina’s styling tweaks. 
There’s the standard 20-inch multi spoke alloy wheels and 
aerodynamic kit. There’s also a rather nice four-pipe Akrop- 
ovic exhaust system at the back, to let you know that this 
isn’t any old BMW convertible. 

Alpinas have always been able to manage the look of a 
car that is understated, but shows sporting intent too. The 
B4 Biturbo convertible continues this. There’s the previously 
mentioned bodykit, which includes a front splitter. You’ll also 
find Alpina pin striping along the flanks of the car. This may 
not be to everyone’s taste, but in our eyes, it looks fantastic. 
The large multi-spoke wheels finish the exterior look, and a 
ducktail spoiler at the rear looks the part too. 

Inside, it’ll be familiar to anyone who has seen or driven 
a current-generation 3 Series. BMW’s excellent infotainment 
system remains, controlled by the i-drive rotary selector. 
There are, of course, certain elements of the interior that 
have been tweaked by Alpina. The steering wheel, for in¬ 
stance, is thin and trimmed in alcantara, rather than the 
much thicker BMW M-Sport one. 

There’s a leather-trimmed dash too, though on our test 
car, this was a hefty £1,075 option. Blue and green stitch¬ 
ing is used throughout the cabin, while a numbered metal 
plaque makes you fully aware - if you weren’t already - that 
you’re driving something a little bit special. 

Legroom 

Despite having seating for four, the B4 is not a fully-fledged 
four-seater, rather a 2+2. The rear seats would be fine for 
children, but adults are going to find it a bit of a squeeze. 

Up front, however, there’s plenty of room. Legroom is de¬ 
cent and there’s plenty of space for bottles and other items. 
Two large cup holders are useful, especially on hot days 
with the roof down. However, that roof does affect practicali¬ 
ty. If you fold it away, you have to lower the luggage cover in 
the boot, heavily compromising space. It’s a small thing, but 
users looking to lower the roof often may find it annoying. 

Make no question about it, the B4 Biturbo is quick. Put¬ 
ting out 410bhp and 600Nm torque, it can reach 62mph in 
4.5 seconds and goes on to 187mph. However, the car’s 
approach to those figures isn’t as aggressive as you might 
think. Powered through an eight-speed ZF auto the Alpina 
wafts up to speed in a more relaxing fashion than the body¬ 
kit would allow you to imagine. That exhaust isn’t intrusive, 
giving a lovely, mechanical note under heavy acceleration. 

Alpina makes sure to thoroughly change the suspension 
on any car it makes, and the B4 is no different. The wheels, 
though wearing 245/30 section tyres, bear no impact on the 
car’s ride. In fact, you’d be hard-pressed to find a car that 
deals better with bumps in the road one. It is firm without 
jarring, which is just what you want in a convertible. This is 
bettered by placing the car in comfort mode. Up and run¬ 
ning, the B4 is easy to drive quickly, with the vast amount of 
torque on offer making change of pace quick and effortless. 
It also means it is relaxing to drive on the motorway too. 

The B4’s steering is also excellent, helped no doubt by 
the thin-rimmed wheel. Alpina still curiously chooses to use 
buttons mounted behind the wheel rather than paddle shift¬ 
ers, which is one thing we’d change. That ZF gearbox still 
provides excellent shifts time after time, though. One annoy¬ 
ance was the start-stop system, which had a habit of cutting 
in incredibly early, and then starting again with a jolt. 

Prices start at £62,950. Our test car, fitted with options 
such as adaptive headlights and Merino leather, came in at 
£72,010. Make no mistake, this Alpina is not cheap. For that 
money though, you get a level of subtleness that is hard to 
describe. Given the performance available, the car’s price 
makes sense. When you also take into account the bespoke 
nature of the car’s suspension and powertrain, as well as the 
interior, then it begins to look like good value. 

If you’re looking to stand out from the crowd, the Alpina 
perhaps isn’t the best choice. If, however, you fancy driving 
a car that has understated presence hiding a vast amount of 
performance, the B4 Biturbo may well be for you.

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Swedish 
vibes and 
clean lines 
in the V90

GOODNESS, hasn’t Volvo changed in the six 
years since the Chinese took control, most 
obviously seen in a very un-Swedish outward 
display of confidence in their cars. 

Once upon a time, even right into the age when 
Ford made the big decisions, you would have heard 
how safe and sensible were the cars designed in 
Gothenburg. 

A little dull, perhaps, but so, so appealing to the inner 
accountant and responsible granddad in potential buyers. 

They are still safe today - safer than ever, in fact, with the 
big XC90 SUV emerging as the safest car ever to be crashed 
on purpose in the respected EuroNCAP tests. 

The next new Volvo along is the V90 estate and S90 sa¬ 
loon, tested here and both built on the same underpinnings 
that made the XC90 such a star performer in the safety tests. 

They’re sensible too, with enough room in the rear for trio 
of adults and luggage space that varies from generous (500 
litres in the S90) to luxury van-like (560 litres) in the V90, 
even before you pop the split rear seats flat. 

But no Volvo before has even been introduced with a 
graph showing it roaring away from the lights ahead of its 
competitors, some of them with bigger and more brutish en¬ 
gines doing the work. 


Showcase 

That point was made to both showcase the surprising 
power from the Volvo’s 2.0 litre diesel engines (the firm has 
pledged never to go larger) and the clever technology on 
one of them that gives a boost away from the line. 

That’s called PowerPulse and pumps a high pressure puff 
of air into the turbocharger at low revs to smooth the delay 
you otherwise find between ordering full power and it arriv¬ 
ing that is a downside of turbo’ed motors. 

Most SA/90 models won’t actually have the instant turbo 
effect, making do with a less powerful version of the same 
diesel engine (D4 versus D5) that is going to be much the 
most popular power unit across the new range, with the D5 
taking 20 per cent and the part-electric plug-in hybrid T8 
Twin Engine a niche 10 per cent when it arrives next year. 

Prices start at 32,555 for an S90 saloon in D4 (190hp) 
Momentum trim, moving up to £41,555 for an S90 D5 Mo¬ 
mentum with all-wheel drive and a 235hp engine. 

Head for a posher Inscription version and you add £3,000 
and £2,500 respectively to the bottom line. Fancy an estate 
- most will - and there’s an easily remembered £2,000 price 
hike across the board. 

Handsome 

However much you spend on the newcomer it results in a 
car that looks notably handsome, with uncluttered lines giv¬ 
ing off very Swedish vibes. Same goes for the interior, with 
matt wood flashes in some versions adding to the Scandi 
furniture effect, even if some of the plastics on the dash felt 
a bit ungiving. 

Buy the least expensive of the newcomers and you won’t 
feel shortchanged. 

Standard kit includes all the obvious bits - sat nav, climate 
control, big alloy wheels, heated front seats, power boot of 
tailgate and leather trim. 

It also feels comfortable, with typically well shaped seats 
and a ride that stays the right side of too-firm, if feeling 
modestly bouncy at times. 

You can order in a so-called dynamic mode at the twist 
and push of a knurled wheel between the front seats, but 
this simply makes the steering heavier, even if the auto gear¬ 
box does then change more enthusiastically. 

Drive it in comfort mode and you will still find plenty of per¬ 
formance, even in D4 guise (but the big surprise will come 
when you check the fuel consumption, with an impressive 
52mpg showing after a thorough test. That might be consid¬ 
ered as practical as can be. 

How very Volvo.

and much tastier

The often overlooked Suzuki 
S-Cross was among the early play¬ 
ers in the now burgeoning compact 
crossover sector. 

In spite of competitive pricing and a 
high degree of competence, what it per¬ 
haps lacked was the chunky looks de¬ 
manded by those who have sent SUV 
sales soaring by 27 per cent this year. 
The car was too car-like for that. 

But that’s all changed, with a heavily re¬ 
vamped model which offers more room, a 
range of new hi-tech and efficient engines 
and importantly perhaps - if first impressions 
do count - the stronger, bolder looks of a full¬ 
blown SUV. 

The S-Cross now comes with two small and 
economical (but still punchy) turbocharged 
petrol engines: a 1.0 litre version from the new 
Baleno and the 1.4 from the acclaimed new Vi- 
tara S. The revamped 1.6 turbo diesel is more 
familiar, but now offers lower fuel consumption 
and C02 emissions. 

Unlike many of its rivals, all versions are 
available with Suzuki’s proven ALLGRIP four 
wheel drive on demand system. 

Prices range from £14,999 for a two-wheel 
drive with the 1.0 Boosterjet engine, rising to 
£24,349 flagship model with 1.6 turbo diesel 
and four wheel drive. A six-speed twin clutch 
auto is an option with both petrol engines. 

The new S-Cross is much more distinctive¬ 
ly styled, with a bolder new grille, clam sheel 
bonnet, broader ‘shoulders’ and new LED 
lights. It also has greater ground clearance. 

Inside, it has been upgraded with some soft¬ 
er, more expensive-looking materials and a lot 
of new technology, including the central infor¬ 


mation/control screen. The cabin has plenty 
of room for five adults. Leg and headroom in 
the back is particularly generous for this class, 
with a roomy 430 litre boot (875 litres with the 
rear seatbacks folded down). The seating po¬ 
sition is high, one of the attractions of an SUV. 
It means easier access, and great visibility. 

A major attraction is that you can have a 
smooth, comfortable car with 4x4 capability 
that is still economical to run and environmen¬ 
tally friendly. That’s thanks to the combination 
of new engines and Suzuki’s ALLGRIP 4x4 sys¬ 
tem, both geared to efficiency and fuel saving. 

I must admit that, although I was mightily 
impressed by the 1.0 Boosterjet engine in the 
Baleno I did wonder how such a small, three 
cylinder engine would cope with a heavier 
4x4. The answer is perfectly, confirming my 
high opinion of it in the Baleno. The figures are 
some illustration: 0 to 62mph in 11 seconds, 
an official 56.4mpg average and a low 113g/ 
km of C02, but that’s only part of the story. 

The small, turbocharged petrol engine is 
becoming increasingly popular with manufac¬ 
turers and drivers. It has the economy advan¬ 
tage of a small engine under light throttle, but 
put your foot down and you have the added 
oomph from the blower. 

The Boosterjet produces HObhp and 
170Nm of torque. Compare that to a current, 
normally aspirated 1.0 litre engine from a ma¬ 
jor manufacturer - 60bhp and 95Nm. 

The torque figure is, if anything, more im¬ 
portant than bhp. It mean the Boosterjet, and 
consequently the S-Cross, is responsive and 
flexible from low revs and it drives particular¬ 
ly smoothly and quietly without the noise and 
need for constant gearchanges we experience 
in a more traditional engine. 

During a long test drive across A and B 
roads in North Wales, my test car averaged an 
impressive 49.7mpg. Driving it was a relaxed 


experience because it has the refinement of a 
car with a much bigger (and thirstier) car. 

The 1.4 Boosterjet, of course, has more 
of everything. 140PS, 220Nm, a 0 to 62mph 
sprint time of 10.2 seconds and yet still man¬ 
ages better than 50mpg economy and C02 
emissions of 127g/km. It is both more powerful 
and more economical than the old 1.6 petrol 
engine it replaces. 

Currently 76 per cent of all Suzuki’s sold 
here go to private buyers, people spending 
their own money which says a lot for the brand. 

But Suzuki is hoping to make a bigger im¬ 
pact on the fleet market with its 1.6 turbo die¬ 
sel version of the S-Cross, with a special busi¬ 
ness-user specification, the SZ-T. With 120bhp 


and 320NM of torque it can average almost 
69mpg and the lowest C02 rating of the range 
- 106g/km - making it one of the most tax-effi¬ 
cient SUVs around. 

The ALLGRIP system was pioneered in the 
original S-Cross and is a small, light weight re¬ 
placement for more traditional four wheel drive 
systems, aiding economy. 

All models come with seven airbags and an 
electronic stability system, and have a five star 
EuroNCAP safety rating. 

All models, get alloy wheels, air con, cruise 
control, stereo radio/CD player and Bluetooth 
connectivity, electric windows, electrically 
heated and adjustable door mirrors, hill hold 
control, automatic engine stop/start and mul¬ 


ti-function information display. 

The S-Cross’s bold new ‘face’ will probably 
be the first thing many potential buyers notice, 
but competence as well as beauty isn’t just 
skin deep. 

The latest version of the car has a practical 
and much improved interior, and under the 
bonnet the new engines are a technical tour 
de force, offering small capacity economy with 
the refinement of a bigger power plant. 

The availability of four wheel drive confi¬ 
dence with even the smallest, cheapest ver¬ 
sions may well be a big attraction to private 
buyers, but specification and tax efficiency 
means Suzuki should now make some bigger 
inroads into the lucrative fleet market.

Pride of Lions Bob helps 
GB to roar at Olympics 


A BLACK COUNTRY voice has been 
helping Team GB’s boxers reach the gold 
standard for quite some time and it was 
no different during Rio 2016. 

Dudley’s Bob Dillon serves as the GB squad’s 
lead podium potential coach and worked with 
the boxers again this year. He cut short his trip 
to return home for an open day at the gym he 
founded, Lions Boxing Club in Brierley Hill, 
and to join his wife Julie for her 60th birthday 
celebrations. 

In Rio, Joshua Buatsi secured GB’s first boxing 
medal, a bronze, after a points defeat to Kazakhstan’s 
Adilbek Niyazymbetov. 

Joe Joyce followed with a silver in the super heav¬ 
yweight category and Nicola Adams become a double 
gold medalist after repeating her triumph from Lon¬ 
don 2012. 

With GB reaching its target of leaving Brazil with 
three medals, Dillon can take his share of the credit. 

Buatsi, Joyce and Adams all came through his box¬ 
ing programme, as did most of their immediate pre¬ 
decessors who starred at the Olympics. 

Champion 

He’s close to Anthony Joshua, who turned pro to 
become a world champion after going all of the way 
at London 2012. He also worked Luke Campbell, who 
won gold and then turned over to the pro ranks. 

James DeGale, who went to Beijing 2008, was an¬ 
other protege who joined the paid game, and went on 
to become the first British Olympic gold medallist to 
win a world boxing title. 

Dillon, aged 59, is now back full time at the English 
Institute of Sport in Sheffield. New prospects need 
to be brought into the system and prepared for the 
European and World Championships, with the long-

term focus towards Tokyo 2020. “We’ve pretty much 
operated with the thinking of those that medal will 
turn pro. It’s rare that doesn’t come to pass,” he said. 

“Then you’ve got those that we believed would do 
very well in the Olympics and haven’t, for whatever 
reason. Sometimes, it’s just down to being on the 
wrong side of a bad decision. 

“We’ve got to pick them up and bring them on 
again so, hopefully, they get it right next time. You 
only get so many chances. 

“It’s my job to help bring through young boxers and 
that’s where a lot of our attention will be going. 

“We look at some youth boxers, so our age range is 
17-18 up to about 40, which is the senior limit. Audley 
Harrison was 29 when he went to the Sydney Olym¬ 
pics in 2000. 

“It’s hard what we do, but that’s boxing. It breaks 
people more than any other sport. Coming here 
doesn’t suit everybody, but it’s what you need to do 
to get to the top.” 

Dillon is a three-star AIBA boxing coach and has 
been employed full-time at the EIS for six years, hav¬ 
ing previously worked part-time for GB since 1999. 

One Black Country cohort now on the fighting 


team is Darlaston’s Benjamin Whittaker, 19, who was 
picked for the podium squad in May. 

None of Dillon’s fighters at club level have ever rep¬ 
resented GB, despite the Lions alumni containing a 
host of national champions and internationals. 

Andrew Price, James Price, Luke Richards, Ricky 
Summers and Connor Jones all featured for England, 
but no further. Dillon still rates Jones and the late 
Thomas Hickinbottom - who tragically died aged 14 
in 2003 after a freak road accident - among the most 
talented boxers he’s seen first-hand. 

He speaks from a lifetime of experience in the game 
which started when he was 11, at Kinver and then 
Warley Boxing Club. 

He later became head coach for Warley before start¬ 
ing Lions in 2000, which continues to be a family-run 
establishment. 

Corner 

Julie is treasurer and also an accredited judge while 
son Kevin, 32, is a trainer. Then there’s the imposing 
figure of head coach John Shakespeare, who reached 
a national final himself boxing for Warley in the 1987 
senior ABA competition. 

Dillon can still work the corner at club level and 
does so for Lions members when his obligations allow. 
He gave a speech at the open day about what it takes 
to succeed in all areas of boxing. 

He said: “Since the start of 2015, I’ve been to 18 
different countries with my job and I wouldn’t have 
it any other way. 

“I’ve been away with work a lot and it’s vital I’ve 
had the support of family. I’ll be having a go at Tokyo 
and carrying on for as long as my heart is in it. 

“You haven’t got to be fight to be a part of some¬ 
thing in this sport. You can contribute in so many 
different ways. At the club, most of the experienced 
boxers are also coaching and bringing the lads on. 

“Sticking together is the way to succeed.”
